causing an estimated death toll ct 
477. At least 1S5 persona were in­ 
jured. Of the dead 356 have been 
identified 
and 
123 bodies 
are 
awaiting identification. 
A pranksters “joke" was 
be­ 
lieved to have hoes the cause of 
the tragedy. As official investiga­ 
tions got under way, a 16-year-old 
bus boy, S tan ly F. Tomaszewski, 
told the police he inadvertently 
Marted the catastrophe by bolding 
a lighted 
match 
too near 
an 
artificial palm tree, while replac­ 
ing an electric light bulb in the 
ceiling of the nigfat chih. The bulb 
had been removed aa rn gag by one 
of the merry-makar<*.

Young girls who came to the 
softly-lighted 
Cocoanut 
Grove 
n ght spot in evening clothes died 
clasped In the arms of their male 
escorts aa the burst of flimes 
quickly 
consumed 
the 
tinseled 
trappings. 
Wild, hysterical 
panic 
broke 
out. Yet many of the patrons act­ 
ed gallantly and heroically in the 
terrible emergency. 
Many of the victims may never 
be identified. 
Young Tomaszewski was ner­ 
vous as he told the police how the 
fire started. The police quoted him 
as saying: 
“I was in the Melody Lounge in 
the basement when one of the pa­ 
trons removed an electric 
light 
bulb from the celling ms a joke. 
A waiter told me to replace the 
bulb. The room was too dark. 
Match Starts Fire 
"I got a chair and stood on it, 
lighting a match so I could see 
what I was doing. While I screw­ 
ed the bulb into the socket with 
one hand, I held the match too 
near one of the phony palm trees. 
Suddenly one of the palm trees 
burst Into flames. I 
was 
badly 
frightened. I dropped 
from 
the 
chair and ran/' 
Panic, rather than the direct ef­ 
fect of the fire, caused the loaa of 
most lives in the fire, according 
to the inquest testimony of five 
high ranking officers of the Bost­ 
on fire department 
The blocking of the few exits 
by struggling, panic-stricken man 
and women, contributed heavily to 
the large death toll. Deputy Fire 
Chief John McDonough revealed 
that a small door that qMght have 
been used as an exit from the club 
was found locked.

WASHINGTON. Nov. 30—The United States and Great Britain to­ 
day are engaged in an intensive campaign to wean the Italian people 
away from Premier Benito Mussolini and his Fascist henchmen. 
Through shortwave radio broadcasts to Italy from North Africa, the 
United States and the British Isles, this country and Britain are striv­ 
ing to encourage the Italian peo­ 
ple to withdraw their loyalty from 
the man who led them into this 
w'ar 
with such unhappy 
conse­ 
quences for their country. 
While it is not anticipated that 
the Italian people will have the 
strength to revolt and successful­ 
ly and free themselves from the 
German yoke, It is hoped that the 
Anglo-American 
campaign 
will 
encourage them to welcome the 
allied armies of liberation when 
they finally land on Italian soil. 
Furthermore, the Italian people 
are being told through the short­ 
wave 
broadcasts that the lenity 
with which they will be dealt by 
the 
victorious allies depends on 
the extent of resistance, passive 
or otherwise, 
which they now

COLUMBUS, Nov. 30—Farm­ 
ers who slaughter their own meat 
animals are not subject to ra­ 
tioning so long as they do not sell 
meat to others, Columbus officials 
of Office of Price Administration 
ruled today. On selling meat to 
others they subject themselves to 
the 
same restrictions governing 
packers and slaughters generally. 
Both large and small slaughter­ 
ers are restricted in the amount of 
meat they may deliver in the cur­ 
rent quarter, officials pointed out. 
Small 
slaughterers may 
deliver 
only 
the amount they 
delivered 
during the corresponding quarter 
of 1941, they explained. 
A farmer who last year sold 
meat off of his farm may continue 
to sell this year, but he cannot 
sell any more than he sold during 
the same quarter last year and if 
he was not in the retail business 
last year at this time, he cannot 
enter it now, OPA officials said.

FRENCH, GERMAN 
TROOPS 
CLASH 


LONDON, Nov. 30—Numerous 
incidents involving 
French 
and 
German troops were reported to­ 
day from various military posts 
in France as the Nazi army took 
full control of the country follow­ 
ing scuttling of the French fleet 
at Toulon. 
There was every indication that 
the Vichy government is now em­ 
barking on a program designed to 
bring France into full civil and 
military collaboration with Ger­ 
many. 
While many French officers and 
troops were 
reported 
opposing 
Adolph Hitler’s plan for “demili­ 
tarization” of France, they appear­ 
ed to be helpless. Arrests and in­ 
ternments were multiplying fast 
under orders of Robert Bosquet, 
secretary general for police, w'ho 
takes his 
orders 
directly from 
Pierre Laval. 
Among those reported arrested 
and presumably taken to Germany 
are 
General 
Maurice 
Gamelin, 
Rene Massigli,

embassador to Rome, and former 
Premiers Leon Blum and Edouard

en at the frontiers to prevent dis­ 
banded soldiers from crossing into 
Switzerland or Spain.

American farmers today faced the 
task of producing a food supply 
next year far greater than any 
annual output in history as the 
agriculture department announced 
the nation’s crop production p^sls 
for 1943. 
The production goals, which ex­ 
ceed the record-breaking 1942 out­ 
put, were designed to meet lend- 
lease and military demands for in­ 
creased food and meat supples. 
Under next year’s program, one- 
fourth of the U. S. food and meat 
production will go to American 
soldiers and their allies. 
In Front Line 
In announcing the new goals, 
Secretary of Agriculture Claude R. 
Wickard, 
warned 
the 
nation’s 
farmers that “the rote of Ameri­ 
can food in the war of strategy 
put* the farmer in the front line." 
Wickard, calling for total mo­ 
bilization of America’s rich farm 
resources to meet total war, told 
the men who increased food pro­ 
duction this year 12 percent above 
1941’s migh figures that they will 
have to boost their goals to high­ 
er levels. 
For U. S. soldiers and consum­ 
ers, for the United Nations and the 
peoples of other countries to be 
fed by America, American farm­ 
ers were asked to boost: 
Milk production by two percent 
to 122,000,000,000 pounds; meats 
by 16 percent to 25,700,000,000 
pounds; chickens by 28 percent to 
4.000,000,000 pounds; turkeys by 
15 percent to 560,000,000 pounds; 
eggs by 8 percent to 4,780,000,000 
eggs. 
Corn Increased 
* 
Corn by 4 percent throughout 
the nation and 5 percent in “com­ 
mercial corn area,’’ to a total corn 
acreage of 95,000,000 acres; dry 
beans by 18 percent; dry peas by 
25 percent; potatoes by IO percent 
to 3,160,000 acres; and peanuts by 
IO percent to 5,500,000 acres. 
The new program calls for hog 
production to be increased 15 per­ 
cent to 121,000,000 head and seeks 
a eight percent increase in the 
production of grain sorghums. 
Under the new goals, farmers 
will produce what Wickard called 
the “minimum 
requirements for 
food produced in this country” — 
the smallest amount America can 
grow and still fulfill her foreign, 
military and domestic obligations. 
What farmers will grow 
“will 
reflect the need for foods of most 
value in the wartime diet,” Wick-

LONDON, Nov. 30—The people 
of Italy were faced today with 
the choice of ousting their Fas­ 
cist leaders and signing a sepa­ 
rate peace with the Allies or suf­ 
fering what British Prime Min­ 
ister Winston Churchill promised 
would be a "prolonged, scientific, 
shattering air attack," to bring 
the Italian people to their knees. 
The prime minister, in a world­ 
wide broadcast on the eve of his 
68th birthday which he celebrated 
today, declared bluntly that once 
the axis is blasted from Tunisia, 
Italy will be the focal point for 
devastating Allied aerial assaults.

The Royal Air Force had tent 
point to his word only a few hours 
before, striking out serosa the Alps 
from bases in England to deliver 
a new devastating assault against 
the city cf Turin, greatest indus­ 
trial city in all Italy.

In 
fact, Mickey Alpert, the bandlead­ 
er and master of ceremonies, stood 
on the plstform waiting to direct 
"The Star Spangled Banner." 
Exit Blocked 
Women and men tried to get 
through the revolving door front 
entrance to the club, 
but 
they 
found it jammed with a fighting, 
mauling mass of humanity. Agon­ 
ised shrieks from women rent the 
air. Finally, the door was broken 
open only to become blocked by 
piled up bodies. 
The patrons 
became 
panic 
stricken. They rushed about bad­ 
ly, knocking over tables and claw­ 
ing at each other in a mad frenzy 
to escape. They tried the rear exit 
and found it blocked too. Some cf 
those who managed to fight their 
way out of the blazing Inferno 
were terribly burned and almost 
nude. Some collapsed In tbe street. 
Marshall 
Cook, 
19-year-old 
chorus boy, caved almost the en­ 
tire cast of thirty-six entertainers 
by slamming the upstairs dressing 
room door in the face of the on­ 
rushing flames. He led them out 
of a window to a 
nearby roof 
from whick they came down a 
ladder to safety. 
Terrible Sight 
"It was a terrible sight,” said 
William Ladd, a patron in the club 
at the time. "Women cried and 
shrieked, men yelled madly and 
everybody raced pell mell for Ute 
exits. It seemed everybody want­ 
ed to be fint to get out.” 
Charles (“Buck”) Jones, movie 
star featured in cowboy pictures, 
was among those injured. Jones, 
viro resides in Van Nuys, Calif., 
went to the club accompanied by 
Ida press agent, Martin Sheridan, 
former Providence, R. I., 
news­ 
paperman, 
and Mrs. 
Sheridan. 
Jones suffered severe burns and 
waa taken to Massachusetts Gen­ 
eral hospital where his condition 
was reported today aa “poor.”

Acts Of Heroism 
Acts of gallantry and heroism 
wore numerous In spite of the 
panic. Frank Balzlntnl, the night 
club’s head waiter, died a hero’s 
death. When the flames burst 
forth he dashed to the revolving 
door at the main entrance. Find­ 
ing it blocked by a male of strug­ 
gling men and women he forced 
the door open and mad# it possi­ 
ble for acorea to escape. 
Swept into the street by the 


entered the club repeatedly, as- 
suiting guests to safety until he 
finally collapsed from exhaustion. 
Billy Payne, an Irish tenor, led 
a group of guests to the cellar. He 
instructed them to place handker­ 
chiefs over their faces, lie on the 
floor 
and 
remain 
calm. 
They 
were rescued when firemen broke 
through 
the 
wall. 
Payne was 
found wandering about the ruins 
in a daze. 
The scene of the disaster today 
presented a poignant spectacle. 
Police had roped off an area in 
the vicinity, back of which spec­ 
tators had to remain. Virtual mar­ 
tial law’ was in effect. Crowds 
stood back of the ropes gaping at 
the ill-fated night club. 
The interior of the grove, a one- 
story stucco front structure, was 
a mass of debris. 
More than a wore of Catholic 
priests hastened to the scene of 
the disaster and administered the 
last rites to the victims as they 
were carried from the building. 
Rev. Father Joseph Murphy of 
the Church of the Immaculate con­ 
ception, one of the first priests to 
arrive, praised highly the work of 
firemen, police, coast guardsmen 
and all others 
who helped bring 
bodiea out of the gutted structure. 
Rescuers Hindered 
"The building was filled with 
smoke." said Father Murphy, "and 
smoke and flame were pouring out 
of the windows making it very 
difficult for the firemen and other 
workers to get inside. 
"But 
they 
fought 
their way 
through and brought out the vic­ 
tims as fast as they could. 
The 
large number overcome or injured 
made It difficult to get enough 
stretchers, but the work was done 
in a most remarkable 
way and 
everyone 
taking 
part 
deserves 
great credit." 
Two garages directly across the 
street were used 
as emergency 
hospitals. Dead and injured were 
placed in long rows w ithin both j 
buildings. 
Doctors arrived on 
the scene, 
shortly after the fire broke out 
and were busy for hours perform-1 
ing emergency operations in the 
nearby garages. 
The American Rod Cross set 
up a canteen and served coffee, 
soup and sandwiches to the rescue J 
workers. 
Weary and haggard relatives of > 
the victims roamed from the scent 
of the disaster to the hospitals 
and to the mortuaries seeking 
trace of their loved ones.

In 1940 when the draft law 
was passed, we had four classes 
of medical students in our medical 
schools, already a t soma stage in 
the progress of their education. 
The Army and Navy very wisely 
exempted these people from the 
drift, ellowed them to finish their

interneship. New freshman classes 
were enrolled in the Fall of 1941 
and when the tempo of medical 
education was changed, we en­ 
rolled a class of fre <hman students 
in the Spring of 1942. 
“Frozen” for War Service 
The** students are ail “frozen” 
for military duty. Many of them 
are now in the service, but at the 
present time there are a number 
of young men of draft age who 
under normal circumstances would 
Htudy medicine. A great many of 
these are afraid of the cry of 
“slacker’’ if they go into medical 
study now because it means they 
w ill be In civilian occupation for 
at least five years. Some of the 
more forward-looking medical col- 
leges have already selected and 
frozen college students who will 
enter medical school in the Spring 
of 1943 and 1944, but that still 
leaves a large group unprovided 
for. 
T'ne problem im a very serious 
- ie because it means that possibly 
for several years after 1918 medi­ 
cal schools will graduate a very 
much smaller class of physicians 
and this, added to the shortage 
which already exists in military 
as well as civilian medical man­ 
power, will be a serious hazard. 
It would be foolish to point o it 
this problem without having some 
suggestion as to how to deal with 
it and after thinking it over, I 
have the following tentative plan 
to propose. In the first place, 
women should be encouraged as 
much os possible to study medi­ 
cine. 
In many school* a-, much a 5 
per cent of the student personnel 
is made up by women and there is 
no reason why this shouldn't be 
increased Ie IO or 20 per cent. I 


believe the Surgeon General’s Of­ 
fice. working with the American 
Medics! Association and the fac­ 
ulties of colleges, should select 
young men who have a natural 
bent towards medicine (for in­ 
stance. the sons of physicians) and 
designate them for medical train­ 
ing. 
Should Rave Uniform* 


A's >oon as the medical student 
ie signed up by the Army or Navy, 
he is given a commission in the 
Re erve Corp*. But I believe that 
besides this, medical students se­ 
lected by the Surgeon General’s 
Office should be put in uniform 
and given a rank and pay com­ 
mensurate with their standing in 
school: for example, the rank and 
pay of a private in the first year, 
a corporal in the second year, a 
sergeant in the third year, $, top 
sergeant in the senior year and a 
•erortd lieutenant in the interne 
year. 
Tile uniform will protect them 
from the cry of “slacker” and tha 
pay will solve a very serious prob­ 
lem that occurs to many medical 
students: of working in their va­ 
cations in order to pay their way 
through school. There are about 
20,000 medical students in the 
medical schools in the United 
States at present so that this 
would not make a very serious 
assault on the Treasury.
